After this,in the yeor of ourLord141 1.he determined to viſit 
the Univerlicy of Oxford in the twelft yeer of King Henry che 
fourth his reign 3 buc comming thither to viiit, was repulſed 
by the Chancellour Richard Courtney, Benedici Brent and Fobn 
Birch Pcoftors,. and ſome Schollers of their fation, which 
Thomas Walſingbam in his Hiſtoria Anglie;and Tpodigma Neuſt rie 
too (Anno Dom. 1411. thus relates: Dominus Cantuarienſis 
dum nititur viſitare Univerſitatem Oxoniarum, 'repulſam paſſus eſt. 
Whereupon the Archbiſhop complaining to the King of that 
affront, both parties referred themſelves co his royall de- 
termination of this Controverlie; who after a full ha 
ing of both parties,. the ſeventeenth day of D-cember, inthe 
twelſt yeer of his reign, by deliberate advice of his Councel, 
confirmed the Ocder formerly made by King Ricard the ſe- 
cond, over-ruled the Chancellours and Prottors pretences, 
(now revived and infiſted on) That the Univerſity was exempt 
"from all Archiepiſcopall and Epi. copall viſitation. by the Bull of Pepe. 
Boniface the eight(whicd be d-clared null & prejudicial to bis crown,
